Lesson IL—The Economic* of 
Capitalism 

REUMINARY In all 
our economic discus¬ 
sion it must be under¬ 
stood that we arc talk¬ 
ing of people living in 
modem society—not of Robinson 
Crusoe on his island nor of the Es¬ 
kimo with his harpoon, whom some 
writers drag in, to the confusion of 
their readers. Again, we are talk¬ 
ing of ordinary commodities. the 
supply of which can be indefinitely 
increased. These constitute more 
than 99 per cent, of the world’s 
wealth; yet many shallow writers 
fix their attention on cxceptionaLar- 
tides—pictures by the “old mas- 
•»» ” K-adirariu* violins, jewels 


of phenomenal size, rare books and 
stamps, aged wines—things which 
are practically unique, the supply of 
which is a fixed quantity, and which 
command from rich collectors what 
is called a “scarcity price” radically 
different from ordinary price and 
value. When we speak of " dis¬ 
tribution." it will be understood 
that we do not mean transportation 
(which is economically a part of 
the productive process), but that we 
mean the division oi the values pro¬ 
duced among the various persons 
concerned—wages to workers, rent 
to land owners, interest to lenders 
cf capital, profit to possessors of 
capital, etc. 

Utility.-r-By utility (or “use- 
value”) w« mean the power of any 


object to satisfy some human want. 
It matters not to the economist 
whether the want is a right and 
healthy-one-or not; so far as we 
are now concerned, whiskey and 
cocaine have utility, just as have 
bread and gold. Each kind of 
goods has its special utility—bread 
and meat for food, cotton and wool 
for clothing, etc. Utilities differ 
qualitatively and cannot be eom- 
paredquantitativelv. We cannot say 
that a bushel of coal is more or less 
useful than a bushel of wheat, since 
each is useful for a different pur¬ 
pose. 

Value.—By value (or “exchange- 
value”) we mean the power of any 
commodity to command a definite 
quantity of any other commodity in 


exchange. B. price we mean the 
amount of *wnc other commodity 
which a tWix will command in ex¬ 
change. 

In civilized society nearly all ex¬ 
change takr tlie form of buying 
and selling wi'-h nionev. no matter 
whether the t rice is paid down in 
coin or in hills, note*, or checks 
representing coin or is put on ac¬ 
count tu be balanced again*t other 
transactions Practically the pi ice 
of a c oj fffd-i'.- i* the amount of 
money it jviU sell for.

Foolish Notions as to Socialism 

_By a Business Man-Socialkt. 


T HIS country was bom of the 
boycott. If there is any in¬ 
stitution that is thoroughly 
American it is the boycott. If there 
is any one method of action that is 
sanctioned bv custom and hallowed 
by tradition it is the boycott. 

The first act of any importance 
of the continental congress was a 
boycott. It was no gentle boycott, 
either. It provided for one of the 
most extensive and comprehensive 
and thoroughgoing boycotts ever 
inaugurated.

Human life depend* upon food, 
clothing and ibelter. Only when 
these are assured are freedom, cul- 
tore and higher human development 
possible. To produce food, clothing 
•ind Shelter, land and machinery are 
needed. Land by iuelf doe» not sat¬ 
isfy human needs. Human labor gets 
raw materials and food out of the 
soil by creating machinery and using 
it upon the land. Whoever has con¬ 
trol of land and machinery has con¬ 
trol of human labor, and with it of 
human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the land 
used lor industrial purposes are 
owned by a rapidly decreasing mm- 
So long as machinery is sim- 


aboluhing the present system, the 
workingmen will free not only their 
own class, but also all other classes 
of modern society: The small farmer, 
who is today exploited by large cap¬ 
ital more indirectly but not less ef¬ 
fectively than is the wage laborer; thr 
small manufacturer and trader, who 
ia engaged in a desperate and losing 
struggle for eronomic independence 
in the face of the all-conquering 
power of concenlrated capital; and 
even the capitalist himself, who is 
the slave of hit wealth, rather than its 
master. The struggle of the working 
class against the capitalist clast, while 
it is a clast struggle, is thus at the 
same time a struggle for. the aboli 
lion of all classes and class privi¬ 
leges. 

Mutt Conquer the Political Power.

Through periods of 
feverish activity the strength and 
health of the workers are mercilessly 
undermined, and during periods of en¬ 
forced idleness the workers are fre¬ 
quently reduced to ttarvation. 

The climaxt* of this chfcotic sys¬ 
tem of product^ arc /TfoUrly 
recurring industrial depression* and 
crises which paralyze the nation every 
fifteen or twenty year*.

ority. So long as macninery is sim¬ 
ple and easily handled by oqf man, 
it does not make it* owners so power¬ 
ful that they can dominate the sources 
of life of others. But when machin¬ 
ery becomes more and more com¬ 
plex and expensive, and requires for 
its effective operation the organized 
effort of many workers, its influence 
reaches over wider and wider circle* 
of life The owners of such machin¬ 
ery become tbe dominant class. 

The Masse* in Subjection. 

In proportion aa the number of 
such machine owners compared to 
all other classes decreases, their 
power in the nation and iu the world 
increases. They bring ever larger 
masses of working people unuer their 
control, reducing them to the point 
where muscle and brain are their 
onlv productive property. Millions 
of formerly self-employing workers 
thus become the helpless wage slaves 
of the industrial masters. 

The more the economic power of 
the ruling class grows, the- less use- 
Iful does it become in tbe life of the 
1 nation. The overwhelming bulk ol 
the useful work of the nation falls 
1 upon the shoulder* of the classes that 
either have no other productive prop¬ 
erty but their manual and mental la¬ 
bor power —the wage workers —or 
that hare but little land and little 
machinery outside of tbeir labor 
power—the small traders and small 
“ minority is 


- ■ .ownership of the land 
and means 01 production used for 
exploitation, is the rock upon whicl 
class rule it built; political govern- 
ment is its indispensable instrument. 
The wage workers cannot he freed 
from exploitation without conquer¬ 
ing the political power and substitut¬ 
ing collective and democratic admin¬ 
istration for private ownership of the 
land and the meant of production 
used for exploitation. 

The basis for such transformation 
is rapidly developing within the very 
bosom of present capitalist society. 
The factory system, with its immense 
machinery and minute division of la¬ 
bor, is rapidly destroying all vestiges 
of individual production in manufac¬ 
ture. Modern production is already 
very largely a collective and social 
process, while the great trusts and 
monopolies which have sprung up in 
recent years have had the effect of or¬ 
ganizing the work and management of 
some of our main industries on a 
national scale, and fitting them for 
national use and operation. 

An End to Class Rule.

Tricks new and old have been 
tried to "bust" this powerful union, 
which is connected with 'all the 
maritime unions of the world, and 
also with tlie American Federation 
of Labor. A few of these tricks 
1 were the instituting of the "open 
shop"—"closed to union men;” the 
importation of strike-breakers from 
[foreign countries, and the so-called 
"welfare" plan, and which V. A. 
(Hander, of Chicago, chairman of 
[the district grievance committee of 
the International Seamen's union, 
characterizes thus; 

“Its purposes arc to make it dan¬ 
gerous for any seamen to voice a 
grievance, to ask for redress, or to 
resent ill-treatment, upon penalty of 
licing exiled from the lakes. The 
plan is the most rigid blacklist sys¬ 
tem I have ever known. While 
modeled upon the general line of 
the notorious Shipping Federation 
of England, it is infinitely more 
dangerous to shifting. 

“The Lake Carriers’ so-called 
'welfare' plan, or espionage system, 
is contrived automatically to press 
downward.”

When your ashes are not properly 
removed, either drop a postal cart!

works. City hall. If your garbage 
is not properly removed, either drop 
a jx»tal or call by teleplione the 
health department, and it is their 
duty lo see to it that the request is 
met with. Streets not properly 
sprinkled should also be called to 
the attention of the board of public 
works.
